charging 
Daniel D. D’Ambrosio, 22, of 
Brooklyn and a companion had 
been to Slack’s home and D’Am- 
brasio and Slack got into a fight. 


Anonymous Tip 


Police said D'Ambrosio then 
left with his companion, whose 
name was not disclosed, and 
they reportedly went to Balti­ 
more.

ceived an anonymous tip from 
a

woman 
saying 
D’Ambrosio had left two suit­ 
cases at her home and she wras 
suspicious.

cases, and found a brown paper

HARRISBURG (AP) — Gov. 
Scranton said today he would 
favor legislation restricting cap­ 
ital punishment in Pennsylvania. 


He told his weekly news con­ 
ference that before becoming 
governor he generally favored 
capital punishment as a crime 
deterrent, adding: 


“ But I’ve discovered since I 
have been governor that the le­ 
gal processes can allow (execu­ 
tion deferm ents) to go on and 
on.

The battle for Dong Xoai be­

dawn

when battle-hardened Viet Cong 
attacked in waves.
